1. PETITION 

The applicant (Richard W. Reichert, inventor and sole owner) hereby petitions the 
USPTO under 37 CFR § 1 .181 to have the holding of abandonment on the above- 
identified application to be withdrawn. In particular, specific office communications 
requiring reply by the USPTO were mailed but were never received by the applicant. 
A similar situation occurred in the legal proceeding of Delgar, Inc. et al. vs. Schuyler, 
172 USPQ 513 (D.D.C. 1971). 

The sequence of events and investigations are as follows: 

1 . To complete the above identified application (hereafter referred to as 
APPLICATION) as specified by the USPTO in a specific office communication 
letter, the applicant mailed a $650.00 check for the issuance fee along with 
drawings as required on May 21, 2003 using certified mail service of the United 
States Postal Service Post Office (USPSPO). The items were received on or 
about May 27, 2003. The check was endorsed by the USPTO on May 28, 2003 
and cleared the applicants bank on June 2, 2003. The publishing division on May 
27, 2003 received the drawings. A review of the documents in exhibit D attest to 
these facts. 

2. On July 1 1 , 2003. the applicant called the USPTO customer service telephone 
line at 800 786 9199 and spoke to a customer service representative. The 
applicant inquired as to the current status of the APPLICATION. A polite USPTO 
customer service agent informed the applicant that the status was clear and the 
patent should issue in six-to-eight weeks. The applicant further inquired if the 
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change of address had been made and the customer service agent responded 
with ONPARS TECHNOLOGIES INC. P.O. BOX 112383 CARROLLTON, TX 
7501 1-2383 (hereafter referred to as the PO BOX) which was correct. 

3. The applicant has rented the PO BOX for over fifteen years. The PO BOX rent 
was current during the time period in which the events discussed in this petition 
occurred. A review of the cancelled check in exhibit E attests to this fact. 

4. Coincidental^ on July 1 1 , 2003, the USPTO publications division mailed a 
communication letter (hereafter referred to as the INCONSISTENCY LETTER) 
stating that "an inconsistency exists between the drawings and the Brief 
Description of the Drawings in the specification". The INCONSISTENCY LETTER 
established a time limit of one month from the date of the letter for the applicant 
to respond. A review of the documents in exhibit C attests to these facts. 

5. The INCONSISTENCY LETTER was not received by the applicant and from 
statements made to the applicant from the examiner, Thomas A. Dixon, there is 
no returned letter in the USPTO case file for this application (hereafter referred to 
as CASE FILE) that corresponds to the INCONSISTENCY LETTER. A review of 
the CASE FILE will attest to these facts. 

6. On September 24, 2003, the USPTO mailed a communication letter titled "Notice 
of Abandonment" (hereafter referred to as the ABANDONMENT LETTER) stating 
that application became abandoned for "applicant's failure to timely file new 
formal drawings as required in the Notice of Allowability. No proposed new formal 
drawings have been received." The face of the envelope for the letter was 
stamped as "undeliverable as addressed" by the USPSPO servicing the 75006 
zip code area where the 7501 1-2383 zip code for the rented PO BOX physically 
exists. In this case, the ABANDONMENT LETTER was returned to the USPTO A 
review of the face of the envelope in exhibit B and the CASE FILE attests to this 
fact. The ABANDONMENT LETTER is included as exhibit A. 

7. On or about, Friday, October 24, 2003, the CASE FILE was sent to examiner 
Thomas A. Dixon, who with diligent perspicacity, made a call to the applicant's 
office and left a message informing the applicant of the situation. 

8. On Monday, October 27, 2003, the applicant spoke to examiner Thomas A. 
Dixon of the USPTO and Mr. Dixon outlined the circumstances. Mr. Dixon also 
faxed documents out of the CASE FILE to the applicant, which comprise some of 
the exhibits in this petition. In particular, exhibits A, B, and C were faxed to the 
applicant. 
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9. On Monday, October 27, 2003, the applicant spoke also to Mr. Lamont Newsome 
of the USPTO publications division after attempting to contact Mr. Tom Hawkins 
who had a voice message on his telephone informing callers that he was 
unavailable until Thursday and to contact Mr. Newsome. Mr. Newsome noted 
that the CASE FILE was in the examiner's possession and that he would have to 
review it before commenting. 

10. On Monday, October 27, 2003, the applicant personally went to the USPSPO 
where the PO BOX is physically located, presented the fax copy of the returned 
envelope for the ABANDONMENT LETTER, and asked one of the post office 
employees how this could happen. Anecdotally, the applicant was told that 
perhaps the individual who is familiar with placing mail in the PO BOX was on 
vacation at the time and an error was made. A written statement was asked for 
from the post office employee by the applicant but was denied and the post office 
employee referred the applicant to the USPS web site. 

11. Also, on Monday, October 27, 2003, the applicant asked the post office 
employee to remove the mail from the applicant's PO BOX and one of the letters 
received was addressed to RICHARD REICHERT, ONPARS TECHNOLOGIES 
INC, P.O. BOX 1 12383, CARROLLTON, TX 7501 1-2383. A copy of the front of 
the letter displaying the address information and dated postmark has been 
included as exhibit G. The post office employee assured the applicant that the 
PO BOX was correctly identified. 

12. On Tuesday, October 28, 2003, the applicant registered on the USPS web site 
and submitted two questions for reply from the site: (1) what are the addressing 
requirements for a post office box and (2) where is the prescribed form for post 
office box application which is identified as PS form 1093. These questions have 
been included in exhibit F. On Thursday, October 30, 2003, a reply to the first 
question was received and has been included in the documents that comprise 
exhibit F. As of Friday, October 31, 2003, a reply to the second question has not 
been received. The applicant has searched the web site numerous times in 
many places where a "1093" reference appears yet no "PS form 1093" was found 
on the USPS web site. 

13. On Tuesday, October 28, 2003, the applicant also went to the USPS web site 
and retrieved the policies available to the general public regarding post office box 
services and the fate of mail deemed as undeliverable. Policies regarding 
undeliverable mail have been provided in exhibit H and policies regarding post 
office services have been provided in exhibit I. 

The above documented sequence of events and investigations demonstrate by a 
preponderance of evidence that the INCONSISTENCY LETTER most likely was 
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disposed of by the USPS in a similar fashion as the ABANDONMENT LETTER. 
However, the INCONSISTENCY LETTER was not returned to the USPTO whereas 
the ABANDONMENT LETTER was returned to the USPTO. Finally, neither the 
INCONSISTENCY LETTER nor the ABANDONMENT LETTER was received by the 
applicant who had responded to all prior USPTO communications, without 
exception, to bring the application to the desired conclusion of issuance. 

In conclusion, given the above documented sequence of events and investigations, 
the applicant petitions the USPTO under 37 CFR § 1.181 to have the holding of 
abandonment withdrawn on the APPLICATION. 

2. PETITION FEE 

Petitions filed under 37 CFR § 1.181 do not have an associated fee under 37 CFR § 
1.17. 

3. REPLY 

A reply to the "NOTICE OF DRAWING INCONSISTENCY WITH SPECIFICATION" 
(exhibit C) has been included as "ATTACHMENT N" and is included herewith. 

4. STATEMENT 

The applicant, Richard W. Reichert, has prepared this petition. The applicant is the 
inventor and sole owner of the intellectual property embodied in the APPLICATION.
